economic conditions in both 
counties will be improved. 

Red Mounts, the versatile 
county agent, has hie eye on the 
sugar cane situation in the 
Glades and states that the big 
problem of present and future 
production depends upon the 

labor situation. He cites that 
there is a million tons of cane 
to be processed this year which 
will yield at least 100,000 tons 
of raw sugar, but its harvest 
and processing depends upon 
the labor situation, This is the 
time of the year when the gov- 
ernment customarily moves 
many of the foreign laborers to 
harvest up-state and northe: 
crops. If that act is followed 
this year it will mean much of 
the cane acreage cannot be har- 
vested. Endeavor is being made 
to keep all such labor here this 
year ,as it is needed for the 
cane harvest, but what the gov- 
ernment will do is yet problem- 
atical. 

Mount says that 250,000 acres 
of cane can be raised in the 
Glades without taking on new 
lands. He also states that there 
are 200,000 acres of muck land 
in Palm Beach county techni- 
cally at work, and а half mil- 
lion more acres of good tillable 
land, with five feet or more of 
muck soil, exclusive of the so- 
called sand lands, which are 
available for other farm crops. 

The State Farm Bureau in its 
recent report says this of spring 
plantings: Lima, slow in pro- 
duction, fair acreage; no winter 
cabbage atfer March 15; celery, 
reached over half way period, 
demand up a bit at better 
prices; String beans, Everglades 
crop just started picking, sale 
at ceiling, which at present is 
$3.25; Lettuce, none by end of 
March; Potato planting exten- 
sive in the Glades.

There is no potato ceiling 
set for the spring crop, but OPA 
may announce one within a 
month if conditions do not sat- 
Чу the brass hats.
